Vermont Grandly Oelehraten the Oentennial
of Her Joining the Union,

HISTORIC  EVINT AT BENNINGTON,

Distinguished Gatherving at the Un-
voeiling of the Monument—FEnthus
sinstio Yankees Listen to the
Ringing Addrossoes.

Besvivdrox, Vi, Aug. 19 —Bennington's
groat duy dawned eloar and beautiful, The
surrounding country for miles emptica Its
ontire population into town, The decorations
wore elaborite and beautiful,

Calonel Webb, nccompanied by a mounted
Grand Avmy post, escorted Presidont Hor-
rison [rom Clonoral MeCullough's house to
tho wolihiors' homoe, whers Governor Pago
and the living ex-governors of the stats
grooted nlm,  Ho then resumed his ploce in
the earriage, which, with other vehleles, took
ts place in line,

At 10:80 tho procession moved, with Put-

nom phplanx of Hartlord, as escort to the
presideat, fo the van, with a score of car-
ringes followlng, which eontainod distine-

gulshod gaests. Tho processlon was viewed
by thousands of people, the prasidont recely-
fng great applause, The president left the
lino at the reviewing stand and the column
passed before bim,

When the procession reached the monu-
ment the different commonids grouped about
it Meantime the president and party, the
oritor of the day, Hon, Edward 1 1*holps,
Governor Pape and  other  distinguished
spedkers nid guests, tosk positions on the
plutform at the base of the monument,

The idteoductory addeess wos mndo by
General Vouzey, ox.commanderin-ohiel of
the Grand Army of the Repubtlo and proesi-
dont of the diy,  He was followed by Key
Clinrles Purkburst of Hoston who offered
prayoer %

Clovernor Pago minde the address of wel-
come.  Ho said, in brief: *Today we apgain
gather on this storie grouna o colebrate,
not our natal day, but our weddine day —tho
centenninl auniversary of the wedding of our
destinies of state to those of the great federal
family, and to dedicate to lberty this males-
tieshalt." With o few well chosen words
ho extouded a weleome to all prosont,

Inun eloguent address Governor PPrescott

Tof New Hampshire, president of the monu-

ment associntion, presonted tho monument to
tho governor of Vermont, In doing so he
alluded in n brief munnes to the historical
fuets covermnge the inception of the monumoent
iden, its progross and compledlon,

Governor Page, on bohalf ol Lis stiute, made
n briet but eloguent speech nccepting the
monument,  Musio followed.

Then Hon, 1 J, Phelps, ovator of the day,
was introdiced,  Ho was | recoived with a
rour of appluuse, o his oration he sud sube-

“Vormoot econsocrates today hee first his.
torvic monument, but not hee's alone, but
New Hmmpshire and  Mossachiusetts, who
fought with hor and for her in Beonington,
have Joined in ereeting this memortal of com-
mon history, and they are here represented
by a splendid delegation to share in the tri-
umph of Its complotion and to give the ocon-
sion, by the distinetion of thelr presouce, n
bigher diygnity and more gonerous griee.

“Poday hns siill larger signillcancs, It is
trebly fortunate. It marks not only the
anniversary of a battlo and the happy von-
summation o this structure of the exertions
of fifteon years, but likewiso the centeninial
of thoentrance of Vermont futo tho foderal
uulon,

Ut is approprinte and gratifving that the
chiefl magistrate of the unlon should be eur
most honored guest. In this scene party
diferonces are forgotten,  We are only
Americans, nod in loyalty to that great onleo
and respect for the lucumbent who tilis it so
well, wo ure on this day on the president’s
Bide

The speaker then followed with o lengthy
and eloguent resumo of the events teading up
1o the battle of Bennington. Thoe orntion
wiis received in the most nppréciutive man-
ner,

Following the econcluslon of Mr. Phelps’
oration, President of the Dy Veazey intro-

ood Prostdent Harrlson, who arose nmid
prolonged cheers,  Hoe spoke as follows:

countrymen of the colonies for liberty,
for wvolitical  indepondence, ungoowing
whether when 1t had been  achieved
be property, the homes in which
they dwelt  would boe  assured oy
the suceess of the confederate colontes.

PEACE AND HARMONY IN THE RANKS.

A Soldier Ticket Nominated —Success

Assurcid—Resolutions Adopred
and Other Detnils of the
Convention,

Hanntsmono, Pa, Auge ML —1It s not Grogg
and Price, but it is Greege and Morreison, and
the old soldiers are jubllant. It roquired the
repulilcan state convention nlmost an entire
day to agree upon the ticket, bat now that
tho names aro on the banper and aniled to
tho masthond of the purty snip svorybody s
siatlstiel, It could Just as caslly have been
Cirege and  Price;, but the latter's friends
handled his campaign most wretehediy, and
up to late this afterncon he was not in
it. Al along nis chiel supporters declared
that he would bo nominated for auditor or
nothing, Hoe came too late with his an-
nouncement that thoe second pince would bo
neceptable,  Cirege ond Mormson are re-
gnrden as an nvineible combination by the
nssembled republicans nnd. they confidently
expect vietory in November,

Hadl it not peen for the Blaino resolutions
and the enthusiasm ereated by the maention
of his name, the convention would have been
rathor dull, Both candidates made brief
apeechos of accoptance.

This ovening Tioutennnt Governor Witers
was selected a4 chaleman of the state com-
mittea and it witl probiably be ealled together
in afow davs when a suceessor to Senntor
Quay in the national committee will proba-
bly be selectod,

The Convention.

The republican state convention wan ealled
to ordor at 10:40 this morning, hat portion
of the speceh of Temporary Chaivman hall,
referring to James (. Blaine as *“That re-
publican of rvepublicans; that leader of
lewders," was vociferously cheered,

After selectime committees the eonvention
ot 12 o'clock took i recess until 2 o'clock,

The convention re-assomblod at  2:90
o'clock, John Pelkins of Tudiana county was
made permanent chulrman, e mado a short
address.  His refercnee w James (G, Blaine
wis grected with chieers,  YOne thing neces.
sory for republican suceess in Pennsylvama
this Tull,'" he declared, “is harmony.*

BOME OF THE RESOLUTIONS,

The committee on  resolutions roported a
platform. 1t heartily endorses the aaminis-
trations of Presidont Hoarrison and Postimos-
ter Geporal Wannmaker and approves the
course of the republivans io the last congroess,
especially in thoe passage of the MoeKinloy
Lill, The Blalne resolutions declace: *In
view of his muguiticent achiocvements and
diplomady and statecraft, we earnestly ex-
press the hope that the revublicun national
convention of 15072 may place him in unani-
mous nomination for the presidency, which
nomination we feel assured will pe fallowed
by the teivmph and election of James (3.
Blaine of Pepnsylvanio and Maine.”

Bi-motalism is fuvored and the action of
the lnst congress In providing for the pur-
chase and coinago of all the silver produced
from American wines ondorsed; and such
tarift duties recommended as will protect the
country and its currency from the debase-
moent which will surely follow if the nation
s made tne dumping grounds for all the sil-
ver of the world,  Devotion to tne welfare of
union soldiers is roaflirimed. The platform
denounces ns  unscrupulous and partisan
Governor Pattison’s actlon In vetolng the
apportionment bill, passod by the republican
legislatnre, and in negativing otndr legisla.
tion, particulurly the ecompuisory educution
bill, Bueh amendment of the 1aw is favored
ns will absolutely prevent the useof all public
funds for personal benelit.

Thera wus some opposition to tho Blaine
plank In the platform as reported by the com-
mittee, As originally prepared the plank
endorsed Blnine ns the most avinlable candi-
date for the presidency in 1842, This was
struck out and a motion to reinsert was it do-
claved carvied amidst confusion, "The decis-
lon was reconsigered upon motions from vn-
rious parts of the house snd tho motion wis
withidrawn,

Mr, Muogoo announced that the ecommitteo
on resolutions recommended the adoption of
the following, and the convention agopted it:

Resolved, "Chat  represontution m futires
state conventions shall be bassd upon the vote
for the republican candidate for preldent ot
the preveding  presfdentind . election, one del-
ceate helng alloted to ench leglslative dls-
trict for every 2000 votes, ond nn additlonsl
delegato far o friction exceoding LOMW votes:
eneh district to bave ut least one delegate.

This was  also adopted, and the platform
then adopted as o whole,

The nominstions for auditor continued nnd
Goenoeral Grege was suceessful on the fiest
ballot by these Hpures: Groee, 108; Mylia,
605 Price, (75 necessury to choive, 1k,

On motion of Mr. Davies, ssconded by
Mr, Brower, the nomipation of Geperal
(irege was mude unanimous,

The namipng of candidates for tho state
tensurership nomination wus next begun,

A. O, Robertson of Allogeheny nnmoed Cap-
totn Jobhn W. Moreison of Allegehany, dwaoll-
ing largely upon his candidate's  merits,
Henry Hall of Merecer seconded the nomings-
tion.  Hon, . W, Haves of Vaosgo namod
Caleb G, Thouipson of Warren, spoaker of
tho lust house of reprosontatives, W, W,
Wiiner of Warren seconded tho nomination,
Mre Calbertson: of Mitlin announced that
Hon, Miles D Price of Erie would socept the
nomination for state trossurer, and ha there-
fore pluced him before the convention,

The nominntions closed snd  the vole was
tnken resulting: Morrison, 167, Thompson,
Wy Prloe, 2, ;

At the ¢lose of the ballot Hayes, on belinlf
of Mr, Thompson, moved that the nomioa-
tion of Mr. Morcisou be mude unsulmous,
Agreed to,

The chalr apporuted a committee to bring
the nomluees, Messrs, Gregg and Morrisoun,
before Lo convention.

Both made briof speeches,

There being no further business the con.

bhere, in the east It s first, On many
other articles the same unjust discrimination
is made, The first mysterious line is tho
Mississippl, and when wao get to the Mis-
souri thut confounds the best of us,

railronds  could run  their  own  traf-
